NOTICES OF EMERGENCY RULEMAKING

Under the Administrative Procedure Act, an agency may determine that adoption, amendment, or repeal of aruleis nec-
essary for immediate preservation of the public health, safety or welfare and the notice and public participation require-
ments are impracticable. Under this determination, the agency may adopt the rule as an emergency and submit it to the
Attorney General for review. The Attorney General approvesthe rule and then filesit with the Secretary of State. Therule
takes effect upon filing with the Secretary of State and remainsin effect for 180 days. An emergency rule may be renewed
for one 180-day period if the requirements of A.R.S. § 41-1026 are met. If the emergency ruleis not renewed or the rule
isnot permanently adopted by the end of the 180-day period, the emergency rule expires and the text of the rule returnsto
its former language, if any.

An explanation of therule, including the agency’s reasons for_initiating the rule:

The amendments referenced above will address two critical issues for teacher certification which must be resolved
immediately.
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Thefirst issueisthe conversion of Provisional Certificatesto Standard Certificates, absent a performance assessment,
which is currently arequirement to convert the Provisional Certificate. The second issueisthat of Emergency Teach-
ing Certificates, and the concurrence of the county school superintendent in determining whether or not an emergency
employment situation exists at a school district.

7. A showing of good cause why the rule is necessary to promote a statewide interest if the rule will diminish a
previous grant of authority of a political subdivision of this state:
Not applicable

8. Thesummary of the economic, small business and consumer impact:
The State Board of Education is requesting a six-month extension of the following emergency rules. R7-2-606 - Pro-
ficiency Assessments;, R7-2-608 - Elementary Teaching Certificates; R7-2-609 - Secondary Teaching Certificates;
R7-2-610 - Specia Education Teaching Certificates; R7-2-612 - Other Teaching Certificates.

Teachers seeking initial certification, or extensions to or conversions of existing certifications will benefit by having
rules in place enabling them to do so. Statewide, students, schools, and school districts will benefit by having a con-
tinuing stream of qualified teachers available. Neither the State Board of Education, the Department of Education, nor
any school districts or other political subdivisions will be subject to additional costs by extension of the emergency
rules. There will be no effect on small business or on state revenues, and there is not a less-intrusive method for
accomplishing the goals achieved by the emergency rules.

11. An explanation of the situation justifying the rule’s adoption as an emergency rule:
The State Board of Education has determined that the amendments to R7-2-606, R7-2-608, R7-2-609, R7-2-610, and
R7-2-612 are necessary for the immediate preservation of the public health, safety, or welfare of the students enrolled
in public schools in Arizona, and to avoid serious prejudice to the public interest and the interest of the parties con-
cerned, namely the students, teachers, schools, school districts, and school communities, all pursuant to A.R.S. § 41-
1026.

In 1999, the State Board of Education adopted a large number of amendments to most of the rules related to teacher
and administrator certification. In April 2002, the Attorney General rejected the amendments submitted, and returned
the package to the State Board of Education. Although the amendments addressed many issues, two of the issues
were critical to the issuance of certificates to potential teacher candidates and to the employment of teachersin Ari-
zona classrooms.

The existing rules require a passing score on a performance assessment in order to convert a two-year Provisional
Certificate to a six-year Standard Certificate. Since the Board had policy concerns and questions regarding the valid-
ity and practicality of a performance assessment, and the first two-year Provisional Certificates were approaching
expiration, the Board proposed amending the rule to allow an alternative method (teaching experience) to substitute
for the performance assessment until such time as the Board could resolve its concerns and adopt an appropriate
assessment. With the rejection of the proposed amendments, completion of a performance assessment to convert a
Provisional Certificate to a Standard Certificate is still a requirement, but a performance assessment has not been
adopted by the Board. There are approximately 15,000 individuals holding Provisional Certificates that are affected
by thisrule, alarge number of whom will be unavailable to sign contracts, teach in the upcoming school year or con-
tinue to teach this school year, because they will not hold valid certificatesif the Emergency Rules are not extended.

The second issue involves emergency certificates, which are only valid for one school year. Emergency certificates
are issued upon request of the school district, after the district has made a determination that an emergency employ-
ment situation exists. In the State Board's rule relating to Emergency Substitute Certificates and Emergency Teaching
Certificates (R7-2-612), there is a requirement that the county school superintendent concur that an emergency
employment situation exists. This requirement was abused, and it became burdensome and difficult for school dis-
tricts to employ individuals under emergency conditions. Additionally, there is no statutory authority requiring or
allowing the county school superintendent to concur or approve a determination made by a school district. Therefore,
the State Board adopted an amendment, which was part of the rejected package, that deleted the requirement that the
county school superintendent concur with an emergency employment situation. The State Board of Education issues
approximately 5,000 Emergency Substitute and Emergency Teaching Certificates each year. It is anticipated that this
pool of candidates will also not be available to teach in the upcoming school year if the Emergency Rules are not
extended.

Arizonais currently experiencing a severe teacher shortage, and the two issues outlined above are critical in correct-
ing an already desperate situation. It is estimated that the rule in its current state would remove approximately 5,000
individuals from an already shallow pool of teacher candidates, and would cause serious prejudice to the public inter-
est and the interest of the parties concerned. Eliminating these 5,000 individuals from eligibility to teach in our public
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school system will not protect the welfare of the public, and will affect all school districts in the state as well as
approximately 150,000 students. Finaly, excluding 5,000 individuals from the workforce will have a negative eco-
nomic impact on school districts as well asthe state of Arizona as awhole.

This emergency situation has not been created due to delay or inaction by the State Board of Education. The Board
recognized the circumstances well before there was any effect on an individual’s certification, and the Board adopted
remedies to the issues outlined herein in an effort to avoid a critical situation.

The performance portion of the Arizona Teacher Proficiency Assessment shall assess proficiency as described in R7-2-
602(B), R7-2-602(C), R7-2-602(D), R7-2-602(E), R7-2-602(F), and R7-2-602(G) as a requirement for certification of
elementary, secondary, and special education teachers.

The provisional elementary, secondary, or special education certificate allows the beginning teacher up to four semesters

or two school years of teaching experience before completing the performance assessment portion of the Arizona Teacher

Proficiency Assessment.

1. If the Board has adopted the performance assessment portion of the Arizona Teacher Proficiency Assessment but the
teacher has not been employed in ateaching position for four semesters or two school years, the certificate shall, upon
the written request of the holder, be extended once for the equivalent of the time the teacher was not employed during
the provisional certification period.

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If the teacher has not been employed full-time for four semesters or two school years in a private school, public
school, charter school, or parochia school in the United States or any Department of Defense dependent school or in
aclosaly related education field, and the Board has not yet adopted the performance assessment portion of the Ari-
zona Teacher Proficiency Assessment, the provisional certificate shall be extended two years, upon written request of
the holder to the Department. “Closely related education field” means employment involving the presentation of
instruction to K-12 students whether self-employed or employed by a private, parochial, public or charter school.

If the performance assessment portion of the Arizona Teacher Proficiency Assessment is adopted by the Board prior

to the expiration of a teacher’s provisional certificate, the provisional certificate shall be extended two years, upon

written request of the holder to the Department, to alow the teacher additional time in which to take the performance
portion of the assessment.

I. If the provisionally certified teacher has ret-suecessfully-completed taken but not passed the performance assessment by
the expiration date on the extended certificate pursuant to (H)(1) or (H)(2) of this Section, the individual may reapply for
aprovisiona certificate after one year, upon verification of the following:

1. Effortsto remediate deficienciesidentified in the performance assessment;

An explanation of therule, including the agency’s reasonsfor initiating therule:
The amendments referenced above will address three critical issues that require immediate attention through the
emergency rules process. The first issue is the Board’s current inability to issue Provisional Vocational Education
Teaching Certificates. The second issue is the current inability to renew the Provisional Education Teaching Certifi-
cates for current certificate holders. The third issue is that many individuals with an existing Provisional Vocational
Education Teaching Certificate cannot convert that certificate to a Standard Vocational Education Teaching Certifi-
cate under the existing rules established in 1998.

8. Thesummary of economic, small business, and consumer impact:
The proposed amendments in this rule package will have no negative economic, small business, or consumer impact.

(2) conversion of aProvisiona Vocational Education Teaching Certificate to a Standard Vocational Education Teach-
ing Certificate, and (3) additional vocational education teacher candidates will be allowed to obtain a Vocational Edu-
cation Certificate.

11. An explanation of the situation justifying the rule’s adoption as an emergency rule:
The State Board of Education has determined that the amendments to R7-2-611 and R7-2-617 are necessary for the
immediate preservation of the public health, safety, or welfare of the students enrolled in the public schools in Ari-
zona, and to avoid serious prejudice to the public interest and the interest of the parties concerned, namely the stu-
dents, teachers, schools, school districts and school communities included in vocational education in Arizona, and
pursuant to A.R.S. § 41-1026.

In November 2000 the State Board of Education adopted a large number of amendments to most of the rules related
to teacher certification. In April 2002, the Attorney Genera rejected the amendments submitted and returned the
package to the State Board of Education. One of the critical amendments in the regjected rules package provided nec-
essary and appropriate options for issuing Provisional and Standard Vocational Education Teaching Certificates to
qualified individual s thus providing a much-needed service in vocational classrooms.

The rejected amendments allowed several options for individuals to qualify for a vocationa certificate. The options
were developed to provide non-traditional avenues, i.e., qualified industry professionals with expertise in the work-
force or degrees from a discipline other than education, to enter the vocational education teaching field and to assist
in addressing the shortage of vocational education teachers. The rejection of the 2000 amendments reduces the num-
ber of potential vocational education teachers eligible to be certified by reverting to the 1998 rules. Adoption of these
emergency ruleswill allow Arizonato address the severe teacher shortage in vocational education rather than exacer-
bate it while the State Board of Education works to develop afinal rules package regarding teacher certification.

Two issues have emerged that dramatically effect an already critical teacher shortage situation. The first issue is
related to the two-year Provisional Vocational Certificates issued from November 28, 2000 to April 16, 2002. Many
of these teachers have certificates that are approaching expiration. With the rejection of the 2000 amendments, these
teachers cannot renew their Provisional Vocational Education Teaching Certificate or obtain a Standard Vocational
Education Teaching Certificate. There are approximately 660 individuals holding Provisional Vocational Teaching
Certificates that are affected by thisrule, alarge number of whom will be unable to teach in the upcoming school year
because they will not hold valid certificates without the implementation of these proposed emergency rules.

The second critical issue involves the current number of applicants that are unable to obtain a Provisional Vocational
Education Teaching Certificate under the 1998 rules currently in place. The State Board of Education issues approxi-
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mately 700-800 Vocational Education Certificates each year. It is anticipated that this pool of candidates will be fewer
in the upcoming school year without these emergency rules. In summary, emergency rules are necessary to address
the needs of both existing and potential vocational teachers.

Lack of appropriately certified vocational teachers will likely have a negative impact on local school funding as well.
A highly qualified vocationally certified teacher is one “essential element” required by federal guidelines for avoca
tional education program to receive federal funding and the State Board of Education has defined this requirement as
avocational education certified teacher. The state of Arizona mandates support of the “essential elements’ in the fed-
eral guidelines for school districts to be eligible for Carl D. Perkins federal grant dollars as well as state funding. As
an example of the amount of funding this would effect, Arizona's alocation of Carl D. Perkins grant funding was
$21,690,013 last year and the state appropriation to support 1,500 vocational education programs in this state was
$11,113,707. If districts are unable to employ vocationally certified teachers they will be ineligible to receive any
portion of these funds.

Students in vocational educational programsin Arizonawill also be impacted by the severe teacher shortage in voca-
tional teachers and the issues outlined above. We have been told that vocational programs will be dropped from the
course offeringsif the districts cannot employ vocationally certified teachers. It is estimated that the rulein its current
state would remove hundreds of individuals from an already shallow pool of vocational education teacher candidates
thus reducing student access to these courses. It would cause serious prejudice to the public interest and the interest of
the parties concerned.

The Certification Unit queried the certification database in July for vocationa certificates issued between November
28, 2000 and April 16, 2002 and estimates there were approximately 500 provisional certificates issued during this
time under the 2000 proposed rules. Vocational teachers who obtained Provisional Certificates under the options in
the rejected amendments will not be able to renew their certificates or obtain Standard Vocational Certificates without
these emergency rules. In addition, there are currently 53 applications for Provisional or Standard Teaching Certifi-
catesthat are pending in the Certification Unit. Theseindividuals do not qualify under the 1998 rules and are awaiting
action on these emergency rules. Without the implementation of these emergency rules many individuals will be
deprived of their right to livelihood, as they will be released from their jobs.

In summary, the failure to issue certificates under the rejected amendments will have an extremely negative impact on
students, existing and potential teaching staff, vocational technical education programs and local school districts. Dis-
tricts will not hire or renew teaching contracts to individual s without the proper teacher certification and our current
reversion to the 1998 rulesis prohibitive. Emergency rulemaking is necessary to assist in resolving the pending crisis,
to avoid an imminent budget reduction to the local districts and to avoid serious prejudice to the interests of parties
concerned, including teachers, districts, and students.

This emergency situation has not been created due to delay or inaction by the State Board of Education. The Board
recognized the circumstances well before there was any effect on an individual’s certification, and the Board adopted
remedies to the two issues outlined herein in an effort to avoid acritical situation.

An explanation of therule, including the agency’sreasonsfor initiating therule:

A.R.S. § 37-132(B)(2) authorizes the State Land Commissioner to use private real estate brokersto assist in any sale
or long-term lease of state land. The Department is authorized to pay, within certain parameters, a commission to
licensed real estate brokers or their agents for their services associated with the successful selling or long-term com-
mercial leasing of state properties at public auction. The commission is to be paid from fees collected from selling
and administrative expenses collected pursuant to A.R.S. § 37-108(A)(10)(a).

Pursuant to rule R12-5-413(B), “...the commission paid shall be the amount collected pursuant to A.R.S. § 37-
108(A)(10)(a).” Emphasis added. The amendment provides that “...the commission shall be paid from the fees col-
lected under A.R.S. § 37-108(A)(10)(a).” Emphasis added.

The Arizona State Land Department finds that Rule R12-5-413(B), as written, restricts the Commissioner’s ability to
provide appropriate commissions to brokers in keeping with economic trends in the real estate business and consis-
tent with the services provided in a transaction. It also limits the Department’s ability to return fee revenues to the
state’s general fund.

To provide fair and equitable broker fees, the Commissioner needs to be able to assess the amount of work required of
abroker relating to a proposed sale or long-term lease and offer a commission appropriate to the transaction.

Thesummary of the economic, small business, and consumer impact:

In 1993, the Arizona Legislature enacted A.R.S. § 37-132(B)(2) which, (1) authorized the State Land Commissioner
to use private real estate brokers to assist in any sale or long-term lease of state land, and (2) authorized the Depart-
ment to pay a broker’'s commission within certain parameters, for their services. The broker’s commission fee is
authorized to be paid from selling and administrative fees collected pursuant to A.R.S. § 37-108(A)(10).

The rule requires the commission paid to be the amount collected pursuant to A.R.S. § 37-108(A)(10)(a). Thisinflex-
ibility does not allow the State Land Commissioner to establish a broker’s commission commensurate to the amount
of work, on the brokers part, anticipated with a specific sales or long-term lease being offered. The broker’s role in
securing a successful bidder in a sale is different than securing a successful lessee for along-term lease. In its Sim-
plest form, the broker’srolein asaleis to notify a potential client of the Department’s proposed sale, provide infor-
mation, and have the client be the successful bidder. In along-term lease, the broker must be familiar with the lease
and itstermsthat is being offered, secure an interested |essee, negotiate | ease terms where possible and have the client
be the successful bidder at the lease auction.

The impact of the rule amendment will be primarily on the licensed real estate brokers in the state whose commis-
sionswill betailored to fit the proposed sale or lease. The impact may also be felt by the Department as brokers may
not consider the commissions on smaller sales as lucrative enough to warrant their time, and thus, the Department
would not be able to capitalize on the services of the brokers to market its properties on smaller sales.

Flexibility in the rule will also allow the commissioner to adjust the amount of commission offered to reflect the eco-
nomic conditions affecting the state. Based on a four-year trend (FY99-FY 02) the Department estimates approxi-
mately $500,000 in fees could be returned to the state’s general fund annually with the rule amendment. Currently,
the Department receives general fund appropriations to finance its operations including the costs of appraising, sell-
ing and long-term leasing of Trust lands.

The Arizona State Land Department finds that the rule, as written, restricts the Commissioner’s ability to provide
appropriate commissions to brokers in keeping with economic trends in the real estate business and consistent with
the services provided in atransaction. The rule also limits the Department’s ability to return fee revenuesto the state’s
general fund.

The amendment will make it clear that not al the fees collected pursuant to A.R.S. § 37-108(A)(10)(a) need to be
paid to the broker and will allow a significant portion of those fees to be returned to the general fund. Because of the
economic impact of the amendment, adoption as an emergency is justified pursuant to A.R.S. § 41-1026(A)(4) and

(5).
